The Office of the State Public Defender has been fully operational for two years. During this time, we have
consolidated operations for the Office of Capital Defense Counsdl, Indigent Appeals, and Defender Training. We
have also begun planning for a possible state-wide public defender system. The Office has begun collecting data on
indigent defense costs in each county, and should be ready to introduce a preliminary plan to create a state-wide
public defender system by the end of the year.

The State Defender anticipates an increase in its workload due to the recent US Supreme Court decision requiring
re-sentencing hearings for all juveniles convicted of capital murder since July 1, 1994 and murder since July 1, 1995.
This decision will also have an impact on the training needs of Public Defenders. The Training Division will add
new seminars and training opportunities in both FY 14 and FY 15 as it continues to provide training seminars to
Public Defenders and othersin the legal profession.

The FY 15 budget request maintains an overall level funding from FY 14 with the exception of the mandated salary
increase for the attorney positions.

SALARIES

The salaries of the attorney positions of the State Public Defender's Office are tied to the District Attorney
compensation. Since 60% of the positions are attorney positions, the Office salary lineitem must be increased
$143,822 to fund the FY 15 portion of thisannual pay increase. The requested $2,640,242 includes no pay increases
for staff other than the attorneys and projects only slight increases for fringe benefits paid for the entire office.

TRAVEL

Conducting investigations and trials for the Capital Defense Counsel Division accounts for almost 92% of all travel
expenses of the Office. Thistravel varies annually based on the caseload, the location of witnesses, and number of
trials. Travel for this Division increased dramatically in FY 13 over FY 12 dueto a significant increase in the number
of casesgoing totrial. Theremaining travel budget isrelated primarily to travel reimbursement for conducting
training by the Public Defenders Training Division.

Based on the current projections and known casel oad, we anticipate that travel costswill remain level between FY 14
and FY 15 and we are therefore not seeking an increase for these line items.

CONTRACTUAL

Capital Defense contracts with expertsin the area of DNA analyses, psychology, forensics, pathology, mitigation and
fact investigation and other expert witnesses on behalf of its clients. In addition, the Office is required to pay court
ordered legal fees, investigative costs and experts for cases in which a conflict of interest occurs preventing the Office
from providing legal representation. Although the average cost of these casesis projected at $75,000 per case, cases
have at times been as much as 60% higher than this average cost. For budget purpaoses, the Office is estimating that
each case will cost $75,000 and there will be 4 new conflict cases per year and between 5to 7 open at any time. As
in previous years, the Office is seeking to fully fund the capital defense conflict contractual line items. Every dollar
spent in this Office for capital litigation is a dollar saved from already strapped county budgets.

The contractual line items also included fixed costs for agency operations, including rent, postage, I TS computer
hosting, telephone services, accounting services and DFA charges. We are requesting level funding in these aresas.

The Office does foresee the need to increase specific line items such as software acquisition and technology services
for the replacement of its XP operating system and to install the new server and software. We also have budgeted for

salvage services to shred documentsin FY 15 according to record retention requirements. These increases will be
offset by a decrease in our commodity budget.

COMMODITIES

The commodity budget of the Office should be able to be decreased by 30% duein part to implementation of
conservative practices as well asareduction in paper and printing costs associated with the Mississippi Supreme
Court's decision to allow electronic filing with the Court.

EQUIPMENT

The Office will need to replace the computer server which was purchased many years ago by the Office of Capital
Defense Counsdl and was transferred to the Office of the State Public Defender when the agencies were consolidated.
This replacement of the server will allow all thefiles of the Office to be merged. The cost of the server is estimated
at $7,000. The Office will also be seeking to purchase laptops for use by the attorneys in court and the investigators
and other staff members while performing client assessments.

This purchase can be made without an increase in the equipment line items.
